There is no reason why the value of 


eggs and poultry exported from the Irish 
Free State to Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland should not be increased to double 
the present figure of five millions in two 
or three years. 

A leading official of the Ministry of 
Agriculture made this remark’ in the 
course of a discussion on the Agricultural 
Prodace (Eggs) Act with the Agricultural 
Correspondent of the Irish Times. 

The Free State poultry and egg trade 
together, he said, are now about equal to 
the butter trade, and all three are second 
only to the live stock industry. 

There is virtually no limit to the possible 
development of the egg trade. Farmers can 
increase the number of hens kept without 
being obliged to enlarge their holding, and 
if all the egg-producers of the country were 
properly organised into co-operative societies, 
with arrangements for collecting, grading and 
— eggs at convenient centres, many 
osses at present sustained would be con- 


verted into profits, and the industry would“ 


advance by leaps and bounds. 

No material way can be made without. 
organisation. First of all, however, poultry- 
keepers must decide to keep only birds of 
right stamp and feed them properly. 

THE NEW LEGISLATION. 

Legislation has been introduced, under 
which nobody but a registered exporter can 
export eggs after Ist August next. To be- 
come registered under this Act the applicant 
must satisfy the Ministry of Agriculture that 
he is in a position to carry on his business in 
accordance with the regulations; that his 
premises are structurally suitable for the 

có and that he has all the necessary 
acilities for testing, grading and - packing 
eggs.

TRAINING EXPERTS. ö 
Experts are being trained to deal with the 
technical side of the Act. Twelve selected 
persons have just completed a course © 
training, and the Department of Agriculture 
will appoint a number of these as inspectors 
under the Act. Their first duty will be to 
act as assistants to exporters who wish to 
comply with the provisions of the Act be- 
tween now and the 1st August. They will 
visit premises and advise as to their suit- 
ability for the trade; they also will hold 
courses of instruction in — — grading, 
and king of eggs at local centres, Ww 
the — 2 of exporters may attend for 
training.
